Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview '

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated that the position member aligns the light source in 
the reflector housing with no greater force exerted by the position member on the shoulder than the weight of the 
positioning member and the light source, as well as the eyelet being mechanically fastened to the lead without the lead 
being in tension is due to the lack of force or pressure commonly used on the light source during the method of 
manufacturing the light device. The Applicant also stated that the homogenous strength characteristic throughout the 
length of the tubular potion used in the specification is not the same homogenous strength characteristic discussed in 
Gagnon '128. The Examiner, however, notes that this homogenous strength characteristic is not further discussed or 
clarified in the Applicant's Specification. A non-final rejection follows this interview request form. 
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
